loused  to  own  a  life  insurance  policy  in  your  company  taken  out 
about  1935.  A  Mr.  Dumas  was  the  agent.  About  $2,500  face  value.  I 
don't  know  what  happened  to  it. 

My  Father  was  Edward  A.  Woods,  whose  Father,  Dr.  George  Woods,  was 
Chancellor  of  The  University  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  now  The  University 
of  Pittsburgh.  He  was  thoughtless  enough,  in  asking  for  the  tuition 
to  be  raised  from  $125  to  $250,  to  suggest  that  one  of  the  trustees 
had  spent  $5,000  on  a  two-year-old  filly  who  hadn't  even  raced  at 
Bedloe's  Island.  Instead  of  raising  Dr.  Woods'  salary  from  $2,400  to 
$2,500  a  year,  the  trustees  decidedlifclbest  'for  Dr.  Woods  to  resign, 
which  he  did. At  that  time,  The  Equitable  Life  Assurance  Soceity  of 
The  United  States  had  two  Philadelphia  agents  who  used  to  travel  to 
Pittsburgh  to  write  life  insurance  every  year  or  so;  so  The  Equitable 
agreed  to  let  Dr.  Woods  represent  it  as  of  1880/11/lst.  Dr.  Woods 
asked  his  eldest  son,EEdtia£d  Augustus,  to  leave  the  farm  near  Meadville, 
where  he  was  working,  and  hep,  him  start  the  Woods  Agency,  which  he 
did,  walking  from  Meadville  to  Pittsburgh.  It  wasn't  so  bad  as  it 
sounds,  as  any  one  with  a  horse  drawn  vehicle  offered  a  pedestrian 
a  ride.  Edward  A.  Woods  worked  his  way  pp  to  Cahier,  and  when  his 
Father  grew  too  old,  took  over  as  general  agent.  1911/11/lst  he 
incorporated  as  The  Edward  A.  Woods  Co.,  died  1927/ll/31st.  The 
agency  was  dissolved  about  1942/6.  Ever  since  his  death  he  has  been 
communicating  with  me  through  clairvoyants,  clairaudients ,  trance 
mediums  -  EXCEPT  that  he  slept  for  a  few  years  after  his  death.

John  Wilkes  Booth  had  his  leg  set,  crossed  into  Confedrate  lines,  lines, 
changed  his  name,  ttagght  at  a  Texas  college  or  university.  He  had  to  be 
careful  in  reading  Shakespear,  lest  his  diction  betray  him.  At  one  time 
there  were  two  corpses  alleged  to  be  of  John  Wilkes  Booth  touring  The 
United  States,  Mr.  Booth  said  at  a  seance  that  his  corpse  was  the  one  with 
a  signet  ring.   This  waspsometime  between  1924  -  1934. 

"Was  Abraham  Lincoln  a  Spiritualist?"  was  firstnpubiished  in  The  United

His  control,  Father  [Pere]  Piere  du  Roc  (died  1782+)  will  only  allow  Very 
Important  Beojile  to  use  Dr.  Threlfall 's  ectoplams  -  all  the  way  from  Dr. 
Soo  ran  who  earned  his  release  from  the  wheel  of  life  in  the  Lamasary  of 
Peace  in  Tibet  before  the  days  of  Lemuria,  Hercules,  down  through  John 
Fitzgerald  Kennedy,  McKenzie  King,  Winston  Churchill,  Franklin  DeLano 
Roosvelt  (even  Falla  is  mentioned  as  attendding  one  seacne  with  Eleanor), 
et  al.I  have  ten  sound  tapes  of  Dr.  Threlf all's  seacnes,  am  expecting  two 
morec  shortly.  Each  sound  tape  is  on  a  7"  reel,  each  reel  holds  1,200' 
of  sound  tape  monaurally  recorded  on  two  sides  @  1  l/8ths  or  3  3/4s  ips.

The  Confederated  Colonial  Flag  of 
North  American  British  Colonies 

The  flag  of  the  thirteen  North  American 
Colonies  was  designed  1775/-12/13th 
Wednesday,  based  on  a  variation  in  the 
Flag  of  the  East  India  Company.  The 
Colonial  Flag  consisted  of  seven  red  and 
six  white  horizontal  stripes  with  a  field  of 
the  British  Union  Jack  along  the  upper  fly. 
It  was  so  designed  to  indicate  that  the 
Colonies  were  loyal  to  Great  Britain,  (the 
Union  Jack),  but  separate  from  Britain 
(white  stripes)  and  at  peace  with  it.  Yet 
the  Colonies  were  willing  to  use  force  (red 
stripes)  to  uphold  their  rights. 

In  the  fall  of  1775  the  Colonial  Congress 
appointed  Messrs.  Franklin,  Lynch  and 
Harrison  a  committee  to  consider  and 
recommend  a  design  for  a  Flag.  The  com- 
mittee went  to  Cambridge,  Mass.  to  con- 
sult Colonel  Washington,  being  quartered 
with  a  well-to-do  family  who  had  a  perm- 
anent house  guest  identified  as  "the  Pro- 
fessor." The  committee  arrived  the  morn- 
ing of  December  13th  and  had  lunch  with 
its  hosts  and  General  Washington.  After 
lunch  Dr.  Franklin,  as  chairman,  asked  the 
Professor  to  join  the  committee,  and  at  the 
Professor's  suggestion,  the  hostess  was  re- 
quested to  join  and  act  as  secretary.  The 
committee  met  formally  after  supper,  and 
unanimously  adopted  the  Professor's  sug- 


gestion  as  to  the  Flag's  design ;  the  Profes- 
sor predicting  that  as  the  sun  northed  from 
Capricorn  to  Cancer,  so  would  the  Colonies 
free  themselves  of  Britain  by  peaceful 
means  if  possible,  until  the  sun  was  ex- 
alted in  Leo,  at  which  time  the  Flag  might 
be  changed  to  a  blue  field  with  a  star  for 
each  Colony  if  force  need  be  used.  The 
committee  adjourned  shortly  before  mid- 
night, the  Professor's  drawing  of  the  pro- 
posed Flag  being  unanimously  approved. 
1776/l/2nd  Tuesday  a  garrison  Flag 
was  hoisted  by  General  Washington  in  the 
presence  of  his  committee  and  troops,  on 
a  specially  selected  towering  pine  tree 
liberty  pole,  the  Flag  being  known  as  the 
Confederated  Colonial  Flag.  After  the 
Flag  was  hoisted,  it  was  clearly  seen  by 
British  officers  at  Charleston  Heights,  who 
commented,  "Thoroughly  English,  you 
know,"  and  saluted  the  new  Flag  with  thir- 
teen cheers  followed  by  a  spontaneous  out- 
burst of  British  enthusiasm;  and  again 
followed  by  a  thirteen  gun  salute. 

NOTE:  George  Washington  was  a  Colonel  in  the 
British  Army  as  well  as  General  of  the  Colonial 
Army.
